During 18T5 the 
counties fairly tributary to the Kansas 
Pacific railroad, adjacent to tliose tabu- 
lated above, not including tin I'm- no- 
ted yielded a total of 4,078,319 bushels 
of wheat, and 10,905,589 bushels of corn. 
Were the counties comprised in these 
last totals arranged in tabular form and 
upon the same plan as in the foregoing 
table, they would exhibit a similar rela- 
tive yield along the line of latitude. If 
these facts and statistics do not evapo- 
rate and dispel the ''great American 
desert" theory, I ani unable to read their 
lesson. I had nearly forgotten to state 
that on the line betwaen Kansas City 
and Uussel, Iconnted 13 warehouses and 
21 elevators, most of which, I was told, 
had been erected within the last two 
years. 
Kansas has taken high relative rank 


among the States of the Union in the 
successful growing of fruit. In 
the 


counties along the hpe of the Kansr Pa- 
cific there ara under cultivatioa nore 
than 40,000 acres of nurseries, prchaids, 
and vineyatds. In the more thickly set- 
tled sections of the State, apples,' pc irs, 
peaches, plums, and cherries are of reli- 
able amd abundant yield, and of superi- 
or flavor. The wild grape, wild plnm,

It is of a delicate cream, sus- 
ceptible of fine polish, soft when first 
quarried, but soon hardening liy atmos- 
phere exposure. It can be cut trom the 
quarries in blocks of ten tons' weight, or 
even larger, Is easily worked, and can 
be readily sawn to any shape desired. 
The state capitol at'f qpeka, government 
buildings at Port'Riley, and many other 
large structures elsewhere are built of it 
The stone is abundant and of a superior 
quality ia Ellsworth, Russel, .Ellis, and 
Trego counties. At Kuasel a handsome 
block of stores, a fine, large school-house 
and a number of residence* are built of 
"Junction City marble, ' as is also the 
large railroad hotel at Ellis. In the west 
ern portion of the state, through the up- 
per valleys of Ihe Saline and Smoky Hill 
livers, panticularly in Wallace county, 
gypsum is found in most beautiful crys- 
tals. As a plaster applied to crops, and 
in its hygrometri^ quality, retaining 
moisture in a condition that renders it 
available to the roots of plants, it is cue 
of not the least valuable additions to the; 
natural resources of Kansas.
